This cart can lie readily backed up, 
when mounted upon wheels, to any 
pen, the rear end dropped to t ho ground, 
th** doors closed behind, th** cart a t ­ 
tached to tin* rear of any other vehicle 
and the animal transported its ninny 
miles as desired with ease.

A STOCK CHARIOT. 


A H o m e m a d e A r r a n g e m e n t , H a n d y 
F o r I.ondlnu a n d M o v in g A nim al*. 
There is hardly a farm where any 
amount of stoek is kept on which a 
stock cart built similar to our Illustra­ 
tion would not prove itself indispensa­ 
ble in course eg’ time, says George W. 
Brown of Hancock county, <)., in Ohio 
Farmer. Two discarded buggy axles 
worked over at a blacksmith forge 
form a drop axle for this cart. In tho 
cut A shows the axle, which should be 
left standard track width, pieces a foot 
in Jongth being inserted near the stubs 
at cacdi end, which forms tin? drop in 
the axle to lower the* bed nearer the 
ground. A bed is made, as shown in 
the illustration, just the width to fit in­ 
to the axle and about five feet in length 


A HANDY STOCK CART. 
and bolted to the axle near the middle 
of the bed. A cart handle is bolted up­ 
on the front, and the rear is fitted 
with two doors and a good strong latch. 
This cart can be readily backed up, 
when mounted upon wheels, to any 
pen, the rear end dropped to tho ground, 
the doors closed behind, the cart at­ 
tached to tlx* rear of any other vehicle 
and the animal transported as many 
tniies as desired with ease. By mak­ 
ing the front end gate and cart handle 
detachable this “rigging” can be 
wheeled up to the rear of a wagon and 
used for a chute in loading hogs or 
sheep. These carts are very popular 
here and are very appropriately dub­ 
bed “stock chariots” I>y their owners.

Elephants and gorillas fly 
before them; the python takes care not 
to indulge in a meal till he has satis­ 
fied himself that there are none of 
them about. They have a “leisured 
class,” much larger creatures, which ac 
company their march, “like sulmlteru 
officers in a marching regiment;” they 
are not fighters, however. One curious 
conjecture as to their function lias 
been made. They are indigestible, and 
birds spare the whole army lest they 
should get hold of one of these tough 
morsels. This, it must be allowed, 
looks a little too strange.

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The F.ffeet o Full tif Breatli Has on 
tho Flame. 
A burning candle is a gas manufac­ 
tory on a small scale. The wax or 
tallow is converted by the heat of the 
flame into gas. and in that form en­ 
ters into chemical combination with 
the oxygen of the surrounding air. 
This chemical union causes a very 
high rise in temperature iu the ele­ 
ments concerned. In fact, it produces 
what we know as flame of fire, which 
Is simply the white hot molecules of 
carbon and oxygen. The gas making 
process is started by the match in 
lighting the candle and is afterward 
continued by the flame itself. 
Our breath acts in three way: (1) It 
carries away the particles of gas bodi­ 
ly. (2) it lowers their temperature at 
the same time, so that they are no 
longer capable of entering into chem­ 
ical union with the oxygen. (3) The 
breath contains carbonic acid gas, 
which is incapable of supporting com­ 
bustion and so helps to extinguish the 
flame.

Anglers have noticed that fish of the 
same species caught in the same 
stream often differ completely in color 
and take protective lines that match 
the prevailing local coloring of their 
homes. Herr Otto Gotthilf found by a 
course of experiments with turbots 
that this faculty of changing color in 
accordance with the surroundings is 
primarily due to the action of light 
upon the optic nerve. The light does 
not act directly upon the eye, but is re­ 
flected from such substances as are 
around and affects 11 x* coloring cells 
through tIx* nerve centers of the tish. 
Proof of this was obtained by severing 
the optic nerve of the turbot, when it 
was found that it no longer possessed 
tho power of changing color.—Pear­ 
son’s. 


T h e M isu se of “ fin ite .” 
“Quite” strictly means “completely” 
and is rightly used in such sentences 
as “The flower is quite faded.” Its 
secondary meaning, “very,” “to a great 
extent,” lias the authority of good writ­ 
ers, though such expressions as “quite 
young” and “quite hot” have a collo­ 
quial ring about them. There is, how­ 
ever, springing up of late the slovenly 
practice of employing the adverb 
“quite” with a noun e. g., “quite a 
panic ensued.” If an adverb can mod­ 
ify a noun, where is the distinction be­ 
tween adverb and adjective? As u 
matter of fact, the functions of the ad­ 
verb scoot to be encroaching on those 
of the adjective.—London Review.

JANUARY WEATHER 


Prof. Hicks Foretells of January Storms 


--First Storm 
Period 
Will Occur 


January 4th. 


According to M r. Hicks, tho first 
storm period for Jan u ary is central on 
the 4th and 5th, 
By the 4th, changes 
to wanner will be the order in western 
parts, a corresponding fall of tho bar­ 
ometer will attend the rising temper­ 
atures, and rain and snow will visit 
wide 
extremes, reaching 
nortli 
and 
south as tho general storm conditions 
advance eastwardly to tho 
Atlantic 
about tho 4th to the 6th. 
A 
prompt 
change to rising barometer, nortli west­ 
erly winds and much colder will set in 
behind tho storm areas to the west and 
north, and push the west side of storms 
to the Atlantic. 
Th e second period includes the 9th 
to 13th, and is central on the I Uh. 
De­ 
cided change to warmer, winds shifting 
to southerly and falling barometer, w ill 
appear to the westward about the 10th. 
During the lith , 12th and 13th, rains 
will visit southern and central states, 
turning into snow in the north and 
as 
storms reach sections east of the M issis­ 
sippi river. 
On the lith , winter lig h t­ 
ning and thunder are likely toward the 
south. 
Blizzardous conditions and very 
cold weather will appear with the rising 
barometer out of the northwest pro 
gressively behind these storms. 
The third storm period is central on 
the 16th, 17th and 18th, and is almost 
sure to bring in a spell of threatening 
stormy weather that will run into tho 
storm period 
following. 
Hence, 
we 
shall consider it in connection with and 
as a part of tho fourth storm period. 
This period is central on the 22nd, ex­ 
tending from tho 20th to the 25th. 
In 
all reasonable probability this period 
will bring the worst storms and weather 
of the month. 
It w ill come in with ris­ 
ing temperature, 
falling 
barometer 
quickly causing general cloudiness and 
rains. 
The barometer will fall phenom­ 
enally low, tile rains w ill turn into de­ 
structive sleet over vast regions, and 
the culmination of the period will bring 
dangerous blizzards out of the north 
west, attended by rising barometer and 
extreme cold wave. 
L e t nothing divert 
your attention from tho possibilities of 
this period, and the very cold to follow. 
This is one of the times when severe 
cold will penetrate far into the south 
and east. 
The fifth storm period is central on 
the 28th and 29th. 
Cloudy, stormy bliz­ 
zardous conditions w ill lead up to this 
period; about the 28th and 29th the gen­ 
eral cold will relax, the barometer fall 
and renewed storms of rain and snow 
return to most parts. 
The month prom­ 
ises to go out with high barometer and 
clearing cold weather. 
Rev. Hicks states that the worst sleet 
storms, blizzards and cold waves, as a 
rulo, come at the culmination of the 
M ercury equinoxes in winter. 
H e there­ 
fore cautions the renders of his almanac 
to be prepared for at least one such vis­ 
itation from Ja n u a ry 17th to 29th. Take 
no hazardous risk for yourself or your 
livestock, he says.

Prof. Hicks Foretells of January Storms 


--First Storm 
Period Will Occur 


January 4th. 


According to Mr. Hicks, the first 
storm period for January is central on 
the 4th and 5th. By the 1th, changes 
to warmer will be the order in western 
parts, a corresponding fall of the bar­ 
ometer will attend the rising temper­ 
atures, and rain and snow will visit 
wide extremes, reaching north and 
south as the general storm conditions 
advance eastwardly to the Atlantic 
about the 4th to the 6th. A prompt 
change to rising barometer, northwest­ 
erly winds and much colder will set in 
behind the storm areas to the west and 
north, and push the west side of storms 
to the Atlantic. 
The second period includes the 9th 
to 13th, and is central on the 11th. De­ 
cided change to warmer, winds shifting 
to southerly and falling barometer, will 
appear to the westward about the 10th. 
During the 11th, 12th and 13th, rains 
will visit southern and central states, 
turning into snow in the north and as 
storms reach sections east of the Missis­ 
sippi river. On the 11th, winter light­ 
ning and thunder are likely toward the 
south. Blizzardous conditions and very 
cold weather will appear with the rising 
barometer out of the northwest pro­ 
gressively behind these storms. 
The third storm period is central on 
the 16th, 17th and 18th, and is almost 
sure to bring in a spell of threatening 
stormy weather that will run into the 
storm period following. 
Hence, we 
shall consider it in connection with and 
as a part of the fourth storm period. 
This period is central on the 22nd, ex­ 
tending from the 20th to the 2->th. 
In 
all reasonable probability this period 
will bring the worst storms and weather 
of the month, it will come in with ris­ 
ing temperature, falling barometer 
quickly causing general cloudiness and 
rains. The barometer will fall phenom­ 
enally low, the rains will turn into de­ 
structivo sleet over vast regions, and 
the culmination of the period will bring 
dangerous blizzards out of the north 
west, attended by rising barometer and 
extreme cold wave. Let nothing divert 
your attention from the possibilities of 
this period, and the very cold to follow. 
This is one of the times when severe 
cold will penetrate far into the south 
and east. 
The fifth storm period is central on 
tho 28th and 29th. Cloudy, stormy bliz­ 
zardous conditions will lead up to this 
period; about the 28th and 29th the gen- 
oral cold will relax, the barometer fall 
and renewed storms of rain and snow 
return to most parts. The month prom­ 
ises to go out with high barometer and 
clearing cold weather. 
Rev. Hicks states that the worst sleet 
storms, blizzards and cold waves, as a 
rulo, come at the culmination of the 
Mercury equinoxes in winter. He there­ 
fore cautions the readers of his almanac 
to bo prepared for at least one such vis­ 
itation from January 17th to29th. Take 
r.o hazardous risk for yourself or your 
livestock, he says.
